Besaiona had the honor of representing 
you in tho Provincial legislature to the 
full Batisfaotioii, I beliovo, of a largo ma- 
jority of tho eoustituency, and aa you are 
once more oallod on to make n choice, I 
havo ap^iiin boon indiicud to olTor myaelf 
UH .1 candidate. 

B'octcd in 187i, at a critical period of 
our history as a pooplo, I tiavo ever done 
my be.st, in and out of Parliament, to for- 
ward the iuteroKta of tho Province gener- 
ally, and in particular to promote what- 
ever tended to bonofit the District repro- 
Boutod by mo.

Such a prosontatiou 
of tho matter may induce moro Kpooily 
notion, nnd a serious, porsistont grapi^liug 
-\vith it, until u ndisfactory solution is 
ftrrived at. Co npiiration in dealing with 
the Chinesu (question between tho United 
Kingdom and tho Uuitod States is greatly 
to bo desired. 

As ^T0 (fhould not now seek to bor- 
row afresh, and as present taxation is 
sutHciontly burdonsomo, it must be im- 
pcrativo ojitho Qovernment to make tho 
annual ruvonue fully coTer the oxpendi 
turo. 

I am in favor of throo Ministors (having 
portfolioa) iustoiul of four, believing that 
a Oovorninent's surest guarantee for pro- 
longod tenure of povror must botho oou- 
fldenco in its integrity and ability cntor- 
lainod by a largo majority of tho psoplo 
inside and out.side tho House of Assem- 
bly. This coiitidence is, iu iny Urm bclii f, 
deserved nnd enjoyed by tho Ministry 
now in ofl]ce. 

I shall Bupi)ort any and every measure 
of rotronobmenfc compatible with u duo 
jiorformance of tho public service, and 
above all with rotontion of our fair re- 
putt3 as a Inw enforcing and law abidiny 
people. 

It \Youl(l bo a ,'ioiiroo of great satisfuo- 
tion to man^' besides myself to witness 
such udministratioii of Eesponsiblo Gov- 
ornmentin our midst as, while giving 
general satisfaction nt homo, would wlu 
for our conntry credit and ro-speot abroad 
■wherever the English tongue is spoken 
aud our political ongoings at all noticed.

])Oor compliment to tho iutolligonce and 
iioncsty of tho people of this Province. 
Society could not hold together anywhere 
did not tho well-intentioned, honest, sen- 
siblo pooido vastly escood in number aud 
power tho ruflians, rogues, knaves, fools 
aud "douiguing demsigogues."

Tho "Abrick, wooden gun vessel, 1009 
tons, 300 h. p.,; carries 150 men aud 5 
guns. 

The "Vzadniok" and "Sobol," wooden 
gun TesseU, same class and armament as 
tho "Abiiok." 

Tho "Bryan" .md "Haydamaok" are 
supposed to atuaiii ten knots, and tho "Vz- 
adnick" 12 knots; but thin may bo exag- 
porated. These are all tho ships about 
Japan and China, but another is heard of 
at Honolulu, and the "OrayHSor" (lately 
heie) is at San Frahcisoo. 

i. Tale or tuk Sua.— Yesterday morn- 
ing an intorestiug apeoimou of hotothiiria 
or sea cucumber mif^hthave been seen at 
the comer of Oovernmont and Yates 
streets, ft is said to havo been caught iu 
Victoria harbor. This animal has. in 
common with other inhabitants of tho 
doop, a strange suicidal tendency when in 
any way disconcerted. Having some 
cause of grief or trouble, such as the at- 
tack of an enemy, or being taken out of 
its element and placed on Oovornmeni 
street, it killed itself , to all appearanoo.-i, 
in this manner: By a sudden and unex- 
peoted movement it ejects ita tentacles, 
digestive tubes and buccal apparatus and 
rodncea itself to a simplo empty mom- 
branouB sac. This is a stranpo mode of 
ballling an enemy; butto this creature tho 
loss is not great as it posaetises a 
v/onderful recuperative jiowor and 
when iu its native olemeut can 
promptly replace tho organs which 
it has voluntarily parted with. A 
part of this manrmivro was duly gone 
through yesterday at the corner, to the 
diigust of tha exhibitor, who quickly 
wielded his broom and lauded the demor- 
alized object in the middle of tho street. 
This echinoderin is abundant in the Chi- 
nese aeas and is much esteemed as an 
article of food. It is dried and smoked 
and known ia Obina as "trepaog." 

ExorrEnrBNT at Yalb. — There is con- 
siderable commotion at Yalo on account 
of tho discovery of diggings on Siwash 
Creek, 2% miles above tho towu, on the 
Eraser.

; The Stsamer^Iris., , - 

A handy littlo eteameroalled the "Iris" 
has just been constructed by Messrs. Col- 
vin i Co. for the North Woatern Com- 
moroiftl Co. She will be employed run- 
ning between tho fighories of tho company 
on Skoena river and neighborhood 
and their cannery nt Inverness, the mouth 
of the rivor. It is hoped sho will keop 
the cannery plentifully supplied with the 
fine salmon of that region. The "Iris" is 
52 feet in length and 12 feet 9 inches 
broad over all; is provided with patent 
steering apparatus, tho pilot-houeo being 
forward. Her engines, built by Mr. J. 
Briimwell of thia city, are of tho upright, 
direct action or locomotive principle und 
of 14 horae-power (nominal.) Sho is fur- 
nished with an upright, tubnlar boiler 
which has been tested to 112 Ihg. pressure 
to the square inch. Her nominal register 
is 25 tons, but her actual capacity is aome- 
what in excess of that mcasnromcnt. Sho 
is provided with u commodious fish-room 
to eontaiu 14 tons of salmon in lour tiers, 
each not exceeding one foot in depth; she 
haa also a cosy little Cabin which is fitted 
up so as to utilize every available foot of 
room without crowding those who will 
occupy it. She will sail for Inverness in 
the course of a day or two. 

Thb New Eleothio Light.— Tho Brush- 
Dynamo elflctric light, described iu this 
journal on Wednesday last, has been tost 
ed at tho Mechanics' IPavilion, San Fran- 
ciiico. It in a French, inveutioa and is 
Bj)okon of as tho coming light. Tha ex- 
periments woro very BuccoHsful. Tho 
light burnod with remarkable brilliancy 
and steadiness. It proaontod all the cus- 
tomary phenomena of the electric light, 
showing colors true to sunlight and deep 
shadows. So intense is the light and so 
strong the shadow that the shadows of n 
gas jot and the heated air and invisible 
smoke passing from it aro plainly shown. 
Tho two jots produced from the machine 
exhibited nro repio.-ieulod to bo equal to 
12,U()() caii.lle.s, or 0,000 candles each. 
Thoy wero sulliciontly brilliaut, however, 
althout,'h badly placed, to illuminate the 
nteiiorof that massive structure — the 
.'avilion— notwithstanding the dark walls 
and ceiling of tho building absorb a large 
portion of tho rays. Tho illumination of 
Market street was very ancce.-isful. Throw- 
ing the light along Market street illumin- 
ated that thoroughfare for half a dozen 
blocks. Turning the rays on the now 
City Hall br ought out that massive struo- 
turo in bold relief against the'dark' back- 
ground of hills and sky beyond. The 
adaptability of tho light in its present 
condition for theatres and other public 
buildings, wheio a gradation of the illn- 
uiination may bo needed at any moment, 
ia doubted, but it is claimed to be pecu- 
liaily adapted for wharves, railroad sta- 
tions and other places where permanent 
lights of gre-tt brilliancy are required. It 
is claimed that coal gas atS2 por thousand 
foot is thirteen times more expensive than 
the Brush Dynameo eleotrio light.
